Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants urge (pages 6-8) that the amended 
claims should be enterred because no new matter or issues have been raised. Applicants are referred to the Final Rejection wherein 
these arguments were addressed at pages 2-3. 

Applicants argue that the term "consisting essentially of SEQ ID NO: 41" limits the scope of the claim to the specified material 
and those that do not materially affect the basic and novel characteristics of the material. Further, the Zn finger proteins of Barbas et al. 
are provided by minimal modification of the w-t Zif268 while the Zn finger polypeptides of the invention are derived by modular assembly 
and are not directly related to Zif268. 

It is noted in the Final Rejection, the term "consisting essentially or is open language, equivalent to "comprising" for the 
purposes of examining polymers. Applicants definition is understood, for example, for pharmaceutical compositions consisting essentially 
of an active agent and other materials that do not affect the basic characteristics of the active agent, such as stabilizers. Thus, the 
rejection stands. 
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
